Take the delegates. Most of them 
have traveled long distances. De- 
tying en route the well-known Pull- 
man or canned ptomaine of the din- 
ing car and the rigors of the Pull- 
man berth, in order to get here. 
They have come freighted with a 
sense of responsibility. They are 
wearing their best clothes. Their 
bosoms bravely gleam with grand 
badges. A favored few among them 
will get places as dummy members 
of hand-picked committees.

Theirssurprise knew no bounds when 
they discovered that all the dem- 
onstration was for the new Presi- 
dent and that Engineer Sadi Carnot 
was the man. 


The members of the French Par- 
liament had not been able to agree 
on any of the dominant candidates 
when someone sprung the “dark 
horse’’ Sadi Carnot, a name to con- 
jure with, for the modest engineer 
was the grandson of the great Car- 
not of revolutionary fame, called by 
his countrymen “The Father of Vic- 
tory.’ In addition to his illustrious 
name, Sadi Carnot had two strong 
points in his favor—he spoke little 
and never smiled. In a matter of 
80 minutes the engineer found him- 
self nothing less than President of 
the republic.
